Moreover, many peo- 
ple on the Campus have, been 
Jorming political clubs, mock par- 
liaments ami other such associa- 
tion*. Surely no time could' be 
more propitious than the present 
/or the launching 0/ My Party, It 
wilt have nothing to' do uith Lib- 
éral» or Labour, Communisfj or 
COTiscrvativcs, but will be My Par- 
ty, pure and simple. Accordingly.* 

In this modern world no politic- 
al party can hope to exist without 
tormulating a definite econoimr 
policy. I have done so. It is not 
new-tangled, disruptive, or heretiC' 
al, as some of these radical ideas 
are apt to be; no, It is rather bas- 
ed on a sound old English axiom 
which has passed current for cen> 
turles, namely: "Time is Money". 

When My Party comes'to power, 
time will Immediately bccoro» 
money , and, by consequence, 
money will become time. There are 
some who object to this, maintain- 
ing that the converse of a state- 
ment is not necessarily true, but 
it may be proved logically as fol- 
lows: 

We all know that "Money talks." 
We are also aware that "Time will 
tell". Faced with such premises for 
a syllagism, we cannot' but .admit 
that money is time. 

Having established this, let us 
consider the benefits which will 
accrue when this policy is put into 
effect 

First, there will be equality of 
opportunity. Since there are the 
same amount of days In the year 
for everybody, all Incomes will at 
once be equalized, and that without 
robbing plutocratic Peter to pay 
proletarian Paitl. The general 
standard of living will ,at the same 
time, be raised to an universal 
level. 

Do I hear left-wingers howl that 
he who is fated to live to a ripe 
bid age will be bom, so to speak, 
with a silver spoon In his mouth? 
Let perish the thought, [and [consi- 
der, rather, that My arrangwnent 
will save the government millions 
In old age pensions by providing 
each individual with money Sot as 
long a time as he lives. . . 

Second, there will be opportunity 
for free enterprise. The man who 
devises ways to save time will 
grow to be a millionaire, if he 
chooses, while the prodigal who 
throws away his patrimony will 
not become a burden on the com- 
munity, as heretofore, but, since he 
has In reality done nothing , more 
serious than waste time, he can be 
sent to a university to develop his 
talents. 

Third, the people will > be happy. 
For when time Is money, unless 
they are having a good time they 
will be arrested lor debasing the 
currency, and all those who are 
having a bad time will be' Impris- 
oned as forgers. Hard times will 
mean hard cash, instead of the in- 
flation usual at present, and people 
will be encouraged to have a high 
time as a meani of Increasing the 
value of our dollar) on .the. ex- 
change. 

There are other miscellaneous ad- 
vantages to such a pollqr which 
are almost too numerous to men- 
tion.' For example, knowledge will 
be increased. More people will 
study the theory of relativity when 
they realize money Is involved, 
than do now when only time plays 
a part. Moreover, there will be less 
time devoted to people who orate 
at too great length, for speech, 
which is silver, will naturally be 
worth less time than silence, which 
is golden. Here at last is an end to 
the bore! 

After that last remark, I think It 
is high time (the dollar is quoted 
at two pounds sterling) that I 
closed, but before I do so I would 
urge you all to turn from the old- 
line parties which have gotten you 
nowhere, and to follow My^Party in 
its march of progress.

Society Makes 
Intensive Drive 
For Members 

Possibility of co-ordiriiltlon on a 
nation-wide scale of the work of 
Canadian Universities Veteran's So- 
cieties is under serious considera- 
tion by the McGiU Students Veter- 
an's Society. This attitude has been 
further confirmed by letters from 
various Canadian colleges. 

That . . . "the McGlll group, with 

the largest number of veterans, be 
asked to take the lead, select a spe- 
cial committee, and direct any fu- 
ture proceedings," was the sugges- 
tion put forward, in a letter from 
the Laval University Veteran Stu- 
dents Society, in which they ex- 
pressed the following sentiments, 
regarding maintenance benefits; 
"Owing to the fact that the issue 
at stake Is nation-wide in scope, no 
direct or individual action is being 
mooted. It will be generally ad- 
mitted, we dare hope, that any peti- 
tion to the government . . . , in 
order to carry more weight, should 
spring from the co-ordinated effort 
of the various groups of war veter- 
an students across Canada." 

Letters from various other Cana- 
dian Universities bear out the feel- 
ings of the Laval group. The ma- 
jority of colleges feel that the prob- 
lems of the veteran students can 
only be remedied providing that 
there be a united and co-ordinated 
effort on the part of all Canadian 
Universities. In this way, the ques- 
tions of maintenance benefits, and 
housing, can be presented to the 
authorities in their proper perspec- 
tive. 

The executive of the McGlll 
Veteran's Society will hold a meet- 
ing on Wednesday next, to discuss 
the suggestions and the sentiments 
expressed by the various veteran 
societies across Canada, and to draw 
up concrete suggestions for the co 
ordination of national action. 

In order to make itself truly rep 
resentative of the veterans at Mc 
Gill, the Veteran's Society is con 
ducting an .intensive membership 
drive. On Tuesday morning, Nov. 
13, tables will be set up In the main 
faculty buildings, and membership 
cards will be issued to all those 
veterans signing on. The society 
hopes that all veteran students will 
enrol in the organization, so as to 
make the worlc^of the Society all 
the more representative and effec- 
tive. The membership fee has been 
reduced from 50 to 25 cents.

MIT Calculator 
Aids War Work 



Giant New Instrument 
Aids Mathematicians 
Solve the (Insolvable 

The Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology has developed a new 
type of differential analyzer, a 100- 
ton calculating machine which 
marks a significant advance In 
mechanized mathematics. This auto- 
maton was put to work three years 
ago for important war projects, 
among which were the computing 
range tables for the United States 
Navy, and has lost week been 
shown to some newspaper men, of- 
ficers and scientists. ' 

This new machine works with the 
aid of approximately 2,000 elec- 
tronic tubes, several thousand re- 
lays, about 150 motors and nearly 
200 miles of wire, and not only 
saves time In^iwivlng problems, but 
also attacks and solves problems 
which are beyond the reach of ord- 
inary method8:of solution. For ord- 
inary calcudations this machine re- 
quires only one operator. The prob- 
lem's symbols have to be trans- 
lated to the "machine's language" 
and this, a code punched on a 
paper tape, is transmitted to the 
machine which then automatically 
selects the various units required 
In computaUon. 



Former Professor 
Defends Kramer 

HitÀ^miihlRemembered 
As Well-Liked Teacher 
At McGill Law School 



Currently making the news col- 
ums of the world press is Herbert 
Arthur Smith, leading defense 
counsel for Pesoph Kramer, the so- 
called "Beast of Belscn." 

Mr. Smith Is an ex-professor of 
law at McGill, and Is remembered 
as having been one of the best in 
the opinion of McGlll men and 
Montreal lawyers. 

Dean LeMesurler of the faculty 
of Law remembers with pleasure 
his "lovable Irish ways," and sbys 
that people became angry about his 
always being right; but that In 
fact, he was always right. Pro- 
fessor Humphrey spoke of . Professor 
Smith as one of the. most interest- 
ing and colorful of his professors 
as well as a great teacher. 

Professor Smith first taught Com- 
mon Law, and, when this course 
was discontinued, he taught consti- 
tutional and criminal law, and 
finally was appointed secretary of 
the law faculty. He wrote a com- 
parative study of legal Institutions 
in the.U.S. and Canada, and a 
number of other books on law. 
Since ,1928 he 1 has been Professor 
of International Law at the Unl- 
veriHyMl^on^

Threat to 



Canadian Liberty 

(From The Winnipeg Free Press Editorial) ^ 



It Is odd to observe the calm 
with which the public as a whole 
regards the proceeding, conducted 
under the aegis of the Dominion 
government, whereby It is propoaed 
to rid this country of some thous- 
ands of its own dtttens who have 
in law and by their behaviour 
committed no offence. The explana- 
tion can only be that Canadians 
generally do not know the facts. 

The savagery of the Japanese in 
war, tht;r uthl«Mitwati rienti accord- 
ed tholVSé'^iBSr^ffiïiSêr^M 
ate enough to have fallen Into their 
hands, treatment for which no ex- 
cuse can ever be made has clouded 
the public mind. But the principle 
involved is so vital to the continu- 
ance of Canadian democracy that it 
should be emphaslted' and re-em- 
phasized in these coming weeks. 
Let us examine some of the con- 
siderations Involved. ' 

When tiie war broke out with 
Japan the governments of both 
the United States and Canada, for 
security reasons, removed all per- 
sons of Japanese origin from cer- 
tain specified areas on the Pacific 
coast. There could be no quarrel 
over .that Military security In 
time of war takes precedents over 
alt else. But the Cahadiàn proce- 
dure since theil is something that 
should cause the deepest concern. 
Whereas In the United States 
American citizens of Japanese 
racial origin are freely moving 
beck to their old homes, the Cana- 
dian authorltlés are doing their best 
—and by means of the most ques- 
tionable kind— to rid the country 
of as many as possible of this 
group of citizens. First of all it Is 
proposed to set up a "loyalty" 
commission to ascertain the loy 
ally, or lack of It, of each member 
of the whole group. What tests 
ere to l>e applied, nobody knows; 
and It may be reasonably asked 
why tho loyalty of only this group 
Is to be tested. Why should 
we not all be tested as to oUr 
loyalty if this group is to be tested? 
The proceedings, if it were not 
serious, is absurd. We have laws 
in this country and, If any citizen 
breaks them, the courts are there 



to punish him. If ho does not break 
any law, he should be left alone. 

But tha government goes further 
than this. Its agents have been cir- 
culating among these Canadian citi- 
zens asking them to sign a docu- 
ment which must be among the 
most extraordinary ever to be pro- 
duced by a Canadian government 
It begins thus: 

"I, born 

(day, month, year), registered as 
Canadlan-bom British subject . . . 
under Order-tn-CouncU P.C. No. 
07880, dated Dec. 16, 1041, hereby 
declare my desire to relinquish my 
British nationality and to assume 
the status of a national of Japan, 
etc., etc. Further I request the 
Oovernment of Canada to arrange 
for and effect my repatriation to 
Japan." 

There is good ground for the be- 
lief that the circulation of this 
document was, and Is, Illegal. Com- 
petent lawyers state that. In view 
of the Imperial statute, the "British 
Nationality and Status of Aliens 
Act" of 1014, that these Japanese 
Canadian citizens cannot, in time 
of war, relinquish their BrlUsh na- 
tionality. Canadian citizens who 
signed this document pronounced 
their desire to become alien ene- 
mies, and this they cannot legally 
do. As to the Canadian govern- 
ment It Is most questionable if it 
has the authority to solicit, or In- 
duce, or give effect to, theso so- 
called relinquishments of citizen- 
ship because the status of British 
nationality Involves a personal re- 
lationship between the sovereign 
and the subject which cannot be 
voluntarily renounced by cither 
party without an enabling statute. 
No such statute, so far as we know, 
exists. If this reasoning is correct, 
the whole proceeding Is worthless, 
and it would be interesting also to 
learn what offence. If any, la com- 
mitted by anyone who without legal 
authority attempts to induce a Brit- 
ish subject to relinquish his British 
nationality, particularly if the 
effect of such Inducement Is to con- 
vert the subject into an alien en- 
emy.

RESNIK PRESENTS 
FIRST CONCERT 

Dramatic Sopranp Gives 
Brilliant Performance 

That Rcglna Resnlk's career is 
but three years, old , is not an easy 
thing to believe when you hear her 
sing. When Miss Resnik, young 
Metropolitan Opera dramatic so- 
prano, opened McOIII's Student's 
Concert Series last Friday in the 
R.V.C. Upper Gym, she proved her- 
self pouesspr^. of a thrllllngly rich 
and powerful' voice. It is a voice 
which flows easily and naturally 
and at no time sounds forced or 
strained. 

Two points which stood out after 
the concert was over was the com- 
plete control Miss Rcsnlk exercised 
over voice and the versatility In her 
use of it. Never once did the music 
run away with her but always re- 
mained i^l|woirk of her creation.' 
This was especially noticeable In 
the two very well known Bltet 
arias, "Ouvre ton Coeur" and the 
"Habanera". Miss Resntk did not 
over-slng as too often happens 
with such works. As a matter of 
(act Miss Resnik at no time over 
•eng. 

If the whole program «vas not 

sufficient to prove the singer ver- 
satile, then the two encores man- 
aged It all on their own. After a 
thrilling and vivid performance of 
Carmen's schsUous "Habanera," 
Miss Resnik gave. an equally sin- 
cere version of the old Negro 
spiritual "Deep River," one of the 
most beautiful and melodic of all 
Negro songs. 

The program opened with the 
dramatic "Unglueeksel'ge" Concert 
Aria, by Mendelsohn, and then 
followed three German lieder, the 
lovely "Verborgcnhell" by Hugo 
Wolf, the charming "Hans und 
Crete" by Gustav Mahler and a 
work by Joseph Marx. These Ger- 
man songs are especially well suit- 
ed to Miss Resnlk's voice and since 
her German is .extremely clear, 
this group contained some of the 
best singing of the evening. 

Tho next group were . French. 
Among them was the "Chanson 
Triste" of Hehri Duparc. It is too 
bad that we hear so little of Du 
parc for whenever his music is 
heard, which is not very often, it 
is agreed to be very lovely indeed. 

The second lialf of the program 
opened with the Five Gypsy Songs 
In English by Dvorak. Miss Resnik 
gave a very. vivid performance of 
these contrasting songs, and gave 
them added colour by singing them 
In close succession. They should 
always be sung that way for the 
fourth, more generally heard separ- 
ately as "Songs my Mother Taught 
Me" seemed to gain added depth 
in its contrasting surrounding. 

The program ended with a 
charming English, group including 
songs of Bantock, Nordoff, Levltzkl 
and the lovely "Bird In the Wilder- 
ness" by Horsman. 

To add a personal note, thank 
you, Reglna Resntk for giving us 
your best and thank you for glvfng 
It so Willingly and With sUch gireàt 
pleasure.

On the Toronto side of the ledger, 
the Blues showed some smart ball 
handling and fast galloping half- 
backs but a weak left side of the 
line somewhat handicapped their 
defence and offence. Mel Lawson 
was tireless and given plenty of 
protection on his pass efforts, Scott 
gave a stesidy performance at the 
kicking slot, while Cranham and 
Gord Lawson showed heads-up 
ball. 

It was a case of pass and more 
pass (or the day's proceedings as 
the Queen City outfit hit the sky- 
lines in an attempt to snatch the 
win. Mel Lawson, the gent with 
the India rubber arm, almost wore 
the elastic out of his pitching whip 
with heave after heave that werp 
either batted down by an alerted 
McGill defence or dropped by his 
slippery-fingered receivers. 

.Meanwhile, the McGill aerial ar- 
mada, which had come in for a lot 
of cheap panning by the fair-wea- 
ther fans, clicked on all four cylin- 
ders and resulted In a pretty touch- 
down by Bill Smythe when he tip- 
toed up into the sky to nab a pass 
by Earl Smith for the score that 
lied up the ball game in the third 
quarter. Hefty Bob Bartlctt used 
the rarely employed drop-kick to 
gather the convert and put McGill 
into a 7-G lead tliey never lost. 

The only Toronto major for the 
day came in the second quarter on 
the hoary onside kick trick. The 
cagey Toronto squad sent Stu Scott 
back into the kicking slot while 
Mel Lawson drifted far to the out- 
side lane. The boot came down on 
the one yard line nad Mr. Lawson 
tucked it Into his arms very neatly 
just as Bartlett hit him like a ten 
ton truck. Lawson held onto the 
pill however and two plays later 
went over the middle slot for a five 
pointer which Scott converted. 

Previously, Bartlctt had handed 
.McGill a one-point lead when he 
kicked for a singleton in the same 
quarter. 

The Red and White team started 
the tilt like a house on fire os 
successive line plays carried them 
through for plenty of yardage. Tlic 
Rcdmen's line slants mixed with 
end runs by Murray Hayes had 
Toronto reeling at various stages 
in the early part of the fray but 
the Blue and While rallied in time 
to stave off a score. 

In the second quarter, the McGill 
crew hauled the ball past the mid' 
field stripe and after a Hayes-to. 
Greenbcrg pass just failed to click, 
Bartlett booted the ball forty yards 
to Scott who stepped out of bounds 
for n rouge.
